« an show a deal more character than 
the soft, p ink-tip p ed, unused one, and 
the energetic housewife, with a mini- 
» u m of daily care, can keep her hands 
In better shap e. 
Much of the beauty of the hands 
w ill dep end up on the quality of the 
« o a p used for the toilet, and as to that 
the housekeep er’s hands 
would re­ 
spo nd far more quickly to her little 
mo ments of dally care If she used a 
fa irly good soap for her housecleaning. 
The cheap soap s sup p lied for house­ 
keeping are strong with alkali, and 
their constant use will ruin the best 
» kin. To p reserve and p romote the 
whiteness and delicacy of the hand 
* kin, a mild emollient soap containing 
much oil Is needed, at least for the 
toilet. 
A cake of old castile soap , 
shaved to a p owder and then boiled 
to a jelly, makes a very gentle and 
thorough cleanser for the hands. 
A 
finer soap is made of the best white 
curd soap and old castile, in the p ro­ 
p ortion of one-seventh of the latter 
to six-sevenths of the former. 
This 
« ca n be p erfumed and made further 
helpful with the addition of one ounce 
*>f essential oil of almonds to four and 
« half p ounds of the soap . 
The dish p an must answer for many 
■Ins, for through constant immersion 
in hot, greasy water hands once p retty 
are ruined every day. When the house­ 
keep er goes from hot. water to cold, 
too, she does her hands a still greater 
injury, for the sudden change of tem­ 
p erature is very baleful in its effect. 
Rheumatism is caused iu this way as 
well as salt rheum and a score of 
other hand annoyances. 
The 
skin 
hardens and discolors and the hands 
soon look weather-beaten and old. As 
to dish washing with the bare hands, 
it is sheer nonsense, and the house­ 
keep er who “washes up ” in this man­ 
ner deserves p retty much all she gets. 
The drug store and the other shop s 
have rubber gloves for this very p ur­ 
p ose, dish mop s are cheap and by 
making a little p ad for the necessary 
holding of the dish while it is being 
mop p ed the hands can come through 
a dish washing sp ree without the least 
injury. 
Have two p ans of water, one 
fo r washing and one for rinsing, and 
then let the dishes drip dry in one of 
the metal rac ks sold so cheap ly. They 
will be cleaner than If wip ed and the 
hands will get a little p xtra rest. Save 
them all you can—it is your duty. 
For this dishwashing with gloves, 
for dusting and all other “redding 
up ,” the hands are heli**d If they are 
greased before the gloves are donned. 
When p utting up fruits they are saved 
a lot of staining If they are first an- 
nointed in this way, for the emollient 
used sinks into the Bkin and so keep s 
the stain from becoming deep seated. 
When a p arty is imminent and the 
housekeep er feels that she must give 
her hands an extra beautifying so that 
ehe will look well in her short-sleeved 
frock, after giving her hands and arms 
a thorough scrubbing let her rinse 
them off in a bowl of fresh water con­ 
taining a teasp oonful 
of 
benzoin, 
which bleaches the skin to some ex­ 
tent almost Instantaneously. 
If the 
hands are browner than the arms, p ay 
more attention to them, rubbing the 
benzoin water well into the skin, but 
seeing, 
too, that 
it is not strong 
enough to bite. 
Then go over the 
hands with the skin of a freshly-cut 
cucumber, rinse off the juice, dry the 
hands p artly and then rub in a deli­ 
ca te hand lotion such as is made by 
six p arts of rosewater to one of glyc­ 
erin. 
The lotion will [dump the skin 
a nd add to its whiteness 
It will also 
help to keep on the p owder, if that is 
to he used on the hands and arms.

charged that a $3,000,000 fund had 
been underwritten by George W . Per 
kins and others to make Colonel Roon- 
evclt the nominee of the regular Re 
publican party at Chicago. 
Senator ; 
Penrose also charged in effect that 
Roosevelt knew when he dictated that ; 
letter to Cortelyou instructing the 1904 
campaign 
committee 
not to accept 
Standard Oil contributions, that the 
$100,000 given by the Standard Oil , 
company had been spent and could 
not be returned. 
Senator Reed of Missouri started the 
day’* disclosures by questioning Sena­ 
tor Penrose in regard to the state- 
ment he made the day before and 
called Penrose’s attention to the fact 
that the Archbold letter mentioning ! 
the $25,000 payment to him was dated ; 
Oct. 13, 1904. 
“ Can the senator state 
whether the $100,000 which was also 
paid by the Standard Oil people was 
paid on or prior to the 13th day of 
October?” queried the Missourian. 
“ M y 
understanding,” 
replied 
Pen­ 
rose, “ was that it wras paid on or about i 
that time, or a little time before that.” 


The 
Cortelyou 
Le tte r. 


Mr. Reed then asked the Pennsyl­ 
vanian what he had to say to the 
statement 
of Colonel 
Roosevelt, 
in 
which the latter quoted a letter wuit- 
ten by him in October, 1904, warning 
George 
B. 
Cortelyou, 
his 
national 
chairman, not to accept any contribu- ; 
tion from the Standard Oil company 
and to return the money if the con­ 
tribution had been made. 
According 
to the statement Cortelyou informed 
him no contribution had been made. 
“ The Roosevelt letter,*’ said 
the 
Pennsylvania senator, “ was sent about 
a week before the election. 
It was 
several weeks after both the transac­ 
tions to which I referred yesterday, 
nam ely the payment of $100,000 to 
Mr. Bliss, and the declination of a re­

“ I have not much longer to be gov-j 
ernor,” Mr. Marshall said, “ but while 
I am governor there will be no race ; 
track gambling in the state if 1 can 
prevent it.

One of First Regimen ts to Charge Ene­ 
my W a s 208th P e nn sylv ania— 
Stirring Activities. 


Your description of the battle of 
Fort Stedman . March 25, 1865. prompts 
memory of the stirrin g activ ities of 
the early morn in g hours of that day. 
I hav e a letter from a comrade w’ho 
stated: 
“ After readin g the two last 
issues of The Nation al Tribun e on the 
Fort Stedm an fight on e would suppose 
that our brigade was n ot in it,” etc.
